Sax be said today violent 
crime is spreading so in­

“If the present trends con­ 
tinue, the prospect of where 
America may be a decade 
from now ... is enough to 
evoke a shudder from even 
the most optimistic,” Saxbe 
said. “There could no longer 
be any place to hide —no 
safe zones, not for anybody,” 
he said. 
“In fact, we may be near 
that point already.” 
Saxbe used his strongest 
language and portrayed the 
darkest outlook he has ex­ 
pressed thus far in com­ 
ments on the rising crime 
rate, especially of violent 
crime, in a speech prepared 
for delivery to the Ohio 
Realtors’ Association. 
The target of Saxbe’s 


concern is a new FBI crime 
report that shows the rate of 
serious crime soared 16 per 
cent in the last quarter of 
1973 and for the first three 
months of 1974 was 15 per 
cent above the same period 
last year. 
The attorney general said 
vigilante groups may begin 
taking the law into their own 
hands “if the terror of crime 
becomes too great. 
“In some parts of the 
country we already have 


seen the first faint inklings of 
such actions,” he said.

Dr. Reidar Sognnaes said 
the skeletal remains indicate 
Bormann committed suicide 
by biting down on one of the 
potassium cyanide poison 
capsules Hitler gave his top 


lieutenants.

Richardson) I was informed 
that a proposed bond issue 
would take care of this. 
When asked about the lack of 
inform ation about C ollin 
County 
esp ecially 
for 
esidents of Richardson I 
-vas told to buy a McKinney 
or Plano newspaper. When 
asked about the feasibility of 
a newsletter from the county 
sim ilar to that published by 
the school districts and cities 
I 
was 
told 
that 
such 
new slettters by 
govern­ 
m ental 
agencies 
w ere 
against the law! This is what 
Richardson 
and 
Plano 
residents are paying for. 
Because many people in 
the high ta> paying portions 
of Richardson and Plano 
differ in political philosophy 
from 
the 
incum bent 
regime, it is to their benefit 
to 
keep 
us 
ignorant 
politically. The best thing for 
them is for us to keep paying 
our increasing tax bills while 
receiving virtually nothing 
in return. I personally feel 
that it is time to end this 
nothing 
for 
som ething 
routine. But, no one is going 
to do it for us. The residents 
of the southern portion of 
Collin County must begin to 
take an active role in the 
governing of the comity, and 
our initial endeavor must be 
a full-fledged turn out for the 
up coming general election. 
If we insist on staying home 
and letting the rural areas 
elect the Collin County of­ 
ficials, then we deserve to 
keep paying the county’s 
bills while receiving nothing 
for our money.

BUGS BUNNY

DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the current prac­ 
tice of supermarkets advertising meats at a sale price and 
then when you go to buy it find it packaged in such large 
quantities that a single package costs several dollars. Unless 
one has a freezer or a large family it is not feasible to buy 
such large quantities. How discouraging this must be for the 
elderly and those living alone to find the large packages are 
not within their limited budgets. — MRS.H.W. 
DEAR POLLY — I have help for Mrs.K.F. who sought a 
recipe for treating materials so they would be flame resis­ 
tant. Mix nine ounces borax, 4 ounces boric acid and a gallon 
of water. Dip fabric in solution, wring by hand and let ary. — 
MRS.C.W. 
DEAR GIRLS — Several readers recommended this same 
solution. Of course, such a treatment must be repeated after 
each washing and the fabric is put in the solution DRY. Re­ 
member, too, this is to make an article (not a Christmas 
tree) fire resistant, not fireproof. A fire prevention 
authority I talked with says they no longer recommend this, 
as they formerly did, as there are commercial products 
(look in the yellow pages of the phone book) that do a better 
job. It also was suggested that should one want to use this it 
is well to take a piece of the fabric, treat with the solution 
and when dry carefully hold a lighted match to it to see the 
results. I also was told the fabric will doubtless be stiff and 
feel clammy to the touch so would not be good for clothing 
but only draperies, etc. A trial run might bring one to the 
decision that it is not worth the time and energy required.

DEAR POLLY — Keep a magnifying glass handy in your 
car’s glove compartment. You will find it is useful for read­ 
ing small print or maps when on a trip. 
To keep short stemmed flowers neatly arranged float a 
lacy plastic doily in the container of water and poke the 
stems through the holes in the design.
